PASSES THREE BILLION. 
Washington, O. CM Oct. 26.— 


Liberty loan totals flashed past 
the $3,000,000,000 mark today and 
headed for the $5,000,000,000 maxi- 
mum with every indication that, 
by continuation of the relentless 
campaign, the latter figure would 
be realized when the books close 
Saturday. 


Although unofficial statements 


from the 12 federal reserve dis- 
tricts do not total the figure, offi- 
cials tonight expressed the con- 
viction that subscriptions were 
past the $3,500,000,COO mark. 


North .Dakota's quota of $7,000.000 


will be over-subscribed, it was an- 
nounced today. The state is thorough- 
ly aroused to the necessity of making 
its dollars fight. Subscriptions are 
pouring in at the eleventh hour, and 
the prospects of the loan reaching at 
least five billion dollars seem good. 


There are still many, however, who 


have not purchased at least one bond. 
Two days more remain in which to 
assist the liberty loan, as the books 
do not close until midnight tomorrow. 


Fargo banks boosted Cass county's 


showing yesterday by subscribing for 
$490,900 ot the bonds in the follow- 
ing purchases:

Rome, Oct. 2j.—The resignation 


of the Italian cai.net is announced 


by Premier Bozlli. 
Italy's armies have met with a 


serious reverse in the Isonzo bat- 
tle, losing 30,030 in prisoners and 
SCO guns to the Austro-Germans in 
their concentrated attack, accord- 
ing to the German claim. 


Admittedly the 
Italians have 


been forced back to their border 
along one sector along the north- 
ern Isonzo front from Monte Mag- 
giore to the west of Auzze, com- 
pelling the evacuation of the Bain- 
sizza plateau.

Ihe Germans were forced 
back to the Oise-Aisne canal, evacuat- 
ing valuable positions in their retire- 
ment .More lhan 2,'iu.i additional pris- 
oners and many big guns fell, into 
French hands. 


I-aon, the fortress at the southern 


end of Ihe Hiudepburg line, is now but 
eight miles from the F-rench lines, antl 
.Peiain's big guns can smash it at 
will. 
Kast of Chavignon, the center 


of the French advance, stretches Ihe 
Aillette river on the southern bank, 
where the Germans have been fighting 
desperately to hold hack the French 
for several months. 
From the newly 


captured positions the French can 
sweep the German defenses with tor- 
rents of artillery fire. 


Weakens the Line. 


Every foot gained by General Petain 


weakens the line northward to St. 
Quentin. 
The French already are on

tirement from St. Quentin and I-aFere 
to a line running north from Laon 
would endanger the entire German 
positions on the western front as far 
north as Ypres.

When the French infantry dashed 


forward in the darkness. Ihey ap- 
proached the entrances warily and 
found them full of Germans waiting 
for the moment of attack. Hand gren- 
ades and smoke bombs soon brought 
them out with their hands raised. 


Tanks Are Used. 


Meanwhile, the tanks had advanced 


with the infantrymen until the second 
(Jerman position was reached, destroy- 
ing on the way many nests of ma- 
chine guns opposing the progress of 
the French troops. One lank was op- 
posed by a determined German officer 
with a large body of men. who poured 
bullets upon the armored sides of the 
machine. 
Finally the French officer 


in command descended from the tank 
and with his revolver forced the whole 
grouj) to surrender. 


Another tank found a battery of 


field guns facing it. As soon as the 
tank opened fire half of the artillery- 
men threw up their hands, while the 
remainder bolted, only to fall beneath 
a hail of machine gun bullets. 


Proceeds Rapidly. 


Today the French advance proceod-

Inheritance Tax Appeal Prom 


North Dakota Bench Advanced 


on Calendar 


An eaily decision from the t'nited 


States supreme court vitally affecting 
the inhi-riliiiicp tax statutes of North 
Dakota and many other states may be 
anticipated in the case of Moody ver- 
sus Hagen. a I^argo action involving 
the right of a state to assess an heir 
residing in a foreign country with 
whom America maintains treaty rela- 
tions a higher percentage of tax ihun 
is ebargeit an alien heir residing in- 
America, but in some state other than 
that in which the legacy was created. 


Chief Justice Andrew A. Bruce to- 


day received advice from Washington 
that on stipulation this case, appeal- 
ed from a decision of the North Da- 
kota high court, has been advanced 
on the calendar of the fnited States 
supreme court. 
The action involves 


an estate of more than $liMi,i)00 left by 
a well-known 
Kargo 
Jeweler. 
His 


heirs included a sister in Scandinavia 
and other relatives residing in Amer- 
ica, but outside of North Dakota. The 
Xorth Dakota inheritance tax status, 
in common with many others, pro- 
vides that inheritance of alien heirs 
may be assessed a tax of 2J per cent, 
while the inheritance tax on legacies 
left American heirs is but one per 
cent. This feature of the act was at- 
tacked 
in 
supreme court 
on 
the 


grounds that America's treaty with 
Norway made such discrimination un- 
constitutional, and that the statute 
was farther unsound because o! its 
discrimination between an alien resid- 
ing in America but without the state 
and an 
alien 
residing in a foreig i 


country. 


The North Dakota supreme court 


held that the statute did not unjustly 
discriminate; that it violated no irt"> 
ty provisions with Xor»vy or otuer 
foreign countries, and that it v as val- 
id and 
constitutional. 
Repre.^en-.a- 


tives of the foreign heir, a sister of 
Hagen, then appealed to tin I'nited 
States supreme court.
